Of  which  Whooping  Cough,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  a  few  cases  of  Influenza  and  Diarrhoea 
form  the  chief  features. 

With  regard  to  the  health  of  the  District  generally  the  year  1903  appears  to  have  been 
much  on  a  par  with  the  previous  year,  which  was  classed  as  exceptionally  healthy,  nothwithstanding 
its  variable  and  ungenial  weather,  a  state  which  applies  equally  to  the  year  1903,  which  has 
been  characterized  by  much  and  frequent  rainfall,  which,  however,  has  been  beneficial  in  washing 
away  impurities  and  giving  an  increased  supply  of  water  where  it  bad  become  scanty  ;  and  again 
there  has  been  an  absence  of  any  general  epidemic  of  disease. 

Influenza  was  somewhat  jii-evalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  to  no  great  extent, 
and  a  few  cases  have  occurred  occasionally  during  the  year.  One  death,  81  years  of  age,  was 
attributed  to  it  in  February. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  whole  District  from 
April  till  October,  and  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  Schools  at  Laverstoke  from  May  29th 
to  June  29th.  Four  deaths  of  Infants  were  caused  by  it. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  occurred  in  sporadic  cases  at  irregular  intervals  during  the  year, 
13  cases  being  notified  as  against  24  in  the  previous  year  ;  of  the  13  cases  5  occurred  in  the 
Whitchurch  District,  7  in  Overton,  and  1  in  St.  Mary  Bourne ;  all  the  cases,  with  the 
exception  of  the  1  at  St.  Mary  Bourne,  were  removed  to  the  Whitchurch  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  only  one  instance  were  there  2  cases  in  the  same  house,  and  these  were  removed  to  Hospital 
at  the  same  time.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  after  the  removal  of  a  patient  no  further  case 
occurred  in  the  same  house,  so  clearly  demonstrating  the  value  of  a  Hospital  for  Isolation;  all 
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the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type.  The  Hospital  was  empty  and  the  District  free  from  Scarlet 
Fever  on  3  occasions  during  the  year,  viz.,  February  5th  to  lltli,  March  21st  to  April  3rd, 
and  August  14th  to  November  3rd. 

Enteric  Fever. — A  case  was  notified  in  Whitchurch  on  June  6th,  the  patient  having 
landed  from  South  Africa  on  May  29th  ;  he  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  June  8th, 
■where  a  special  nurse  was  provided  for  him,  and  he  was  discharged  on  July  18th.  A  second 
case  was  notified  in  Whitchurch  on  September  30th;  this  patient  was  taken  ill  while  visiting  at 
the  house  of  a  friend,  and  unable  to  return  to  his  lodging  about  2  miles  away.  The  Hospital 
was  offered  to  him,  but  declined,  and  his  parents  removed  him  to  their  home  outside  this 
District.  The  origin  of  this  case  was  uncertain,  as  he  had  recently  been  away  from  his  lodging 
on  a  short  holiday.  On  visiting  his  lodging  with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  the  water  supply 
was  not  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  I  recommended  another  supply  to  be  obtained  instead  of 
the  water  from  a  tank,  which  had  become  dilapidated  and  contained  leaves  and  rubbish.  This 
was  attended  to  as  speedily  as  possible. 

During  the  year  13  Patients  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  viz.,  12  Scarlet  Fever  and  one 
Enteric  Fever  (Adult). 

Diphtheria.- — One  adult  case  was  notified  from  the  Overton  District  on  October  27th, 
a  second  adult  case  was  notified  in  Whitchurch  on  November  7th,  and  a  third  case,  that  of  a 
child,  in  an  outlying  place  in  the  Whitchurch  District  on  November  10th ;  these  cases  were 
about  3  miles  apart,  and,  as  stated  in  my  notice  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  Hants 
County  Council,  had  no  connection  with  each  other  or  any  known  previous  case.

house  and  premises  is 

strongly  recommended,  and  in  many  cases  the  Sanitary  Officer  has  kindly  attended  to  this 
himself.  Owners  of  cottages  should  be  careful  to  see  that  they  are  kept  in  as  sanitary  a  state 
as  possible,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  not  overcrowded,  and  defective  drainage  of  soil 
remedied  to  avoid  damp. 

Disinfection  of  premises,  bedding  and  clothing  has  been  carefully  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Officer  under  direction,  and  disinfectants  have  been  supplied  as  required. 

As  regards  Drainage  you  are  aware  there  is  no  regular  system  of  Sewerage  in  any  part, 
but  in  the  more  populous  places  drains  and  gutters  have  been  laid  for  the  conveyance  of  surface 
water,  usually  to  the  river  ;  into  these  drains  and  gutters  a  good  deal  of  foul  material  from  the 
road  finds  its  way,  and  also  slop  water  from  sinks  and  back  premises ;  but  in  no  instance  does 
any  closet  connect  with  these  drains.  The  gutters  in  some  parts  are  Hat  and  become  blocked 
with  refuse  from  the  roads,  allowing  accumulation  which  at  times  becomes  offensive,  especially  if 
the  cleansing  is  not  sufficiently  attended  to  by  the  scavenger  of  the  locality ;  the  inhabitants 
might  materially  assist  in  abating  any  nuisance  from  this  cause  by  flushing  with  a  pail  of  water 
and  sweeping  the  gutter  in  front  of  their  houses. 

The  plan  for  flushing  certain  drains  in  Whitchurch  by  means  of  an  inlet  from  the  river 
appears  to  work  well,  but  its  full  effect  cannot  be  judged  of  till  we  again  have  a  hot  and  dry 
summer.  The  springs  which  now  flow  into  the  drain  render  the  concreting  of  the  bottom,  as 
proposed,  a  difficulty ;  but  aid  in  keeping  it  clean  with  the  help  of  the  scavenger. 
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The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  by  wells  and  tube  pumps,  the  latter  being  on  the 
increase  yearly,  and  more  attention  is  paid  to  the  covering  of  wells  and  raising  of  kerbs  so  as 
to  avoid  pollution  from  surface  water.  Owners  of  property  and  their  Agents  should  be 
particular  in  ascertaining  that  their  wells  are  properly  covered  and  kept  in  good  order.  Samples 
of  water  from  all  the  public  pumps  in  Whitchurch  and  Overton  have  been  examined  and  found 
good.  Other  waters  have  been  examined  from  time  to  time  and  defects  made  good  or  certificates 
granted  as  required. 

The  Disposal  or  Excrement  in  the  District  is  mainly  on  the  pail  system  or  cemented 
vaults,  and  the  contents  are  ordered  to  be  emptied  at  regular  intervals  by  the  scavenger  for  the 
localities  of  Whitchurch  and  Overton  and  carted  away.  As  I  have  before  stated  it  was  hoped 
that  the  pail  system  might  be  carried  out  on  the  dry  principle  ;  but  this  is  found  to  be  practically 
impossible,  for  in  the  majority  of  cases  there  is  neither  dry  earth  nor  ashes  to  be  had,  and 
where  they  have  been  the  people  are  generally  too  indifferent  to  use  them.  Again  many  closets 
are  badly  constructed  and  inconveniently  situated,  and  supplied  with  unsuitable  receptacles,  which 
latter  fault  has  been  endeavoured  to  be  remedied  by  an  order  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  that 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  should  give  notice  to  replace  insufficient  and  defective  pails  by  those 
of  an  approved  pattern.  With  all  its  defects,  however,  the  pail  system  has  been  beneficial  to 
the  public  health  by  doing  away  with  the  old  privy  pits  and  the  consequent  pollution  of  soil 
and  water. 

Piggeries  near  dwellings  have  become  somewhat  more  troublesome  again  during  the  year, 
requiring  frequent  attention  from  the  Inspector  to  abate  the  nuisance.  This  source  of  nuisance 
should  not  be  allowed  to  increase. 

The  Slaughterhouses  have  been  inspected  and  cleansed  as  required. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  inspected,  and  attention  given  to  the  cleanliness 
of  cattle,  buildings  and  utensils. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected,  and  whitewashing  and  sanitation  attended  to  as 
required. 

Several  old,  dirty  and  dilapidated  Houses  have  been  attended  to,  whitewashed  and 
improved. 

Many  of  the  Cottages,  as  before  stated,  are  too  small  and  incommodious  for  the  number 
in  the  family,  so  leading  to  overcrowding,  which  might  be  prevented  if  the  Owners  and 
Agents  were  more  particular  in  the  selection  of  tenants  suitable  for  the  size  of  the  house. 
Overcrowding  has  been  abated  in  the  case  of  two  families. 

Several  new  houses  have  been  built  in  different  parts  of  the  district  and  some  old  ones 
pulled  down  and  rebuilt.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  if  more  were  served  likewise. 

Inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  attention  given 
to  their  cleanliness  and  sanitary  condition,  and  to  the  dwellings  of  home  workers,  especially 
with  regard  to  Infectious  Illness. 

When  Infectious  Illness  has  occurred  in  a  house  the  children  have  been  excluded  from 
School  by  notice  to  the  teachers. 

The  general  sanitary  improvement  of  the  District  has  been  maintained,  and  much  good 
work  has  been  done  during  the  year ;  but  there  are  still  some  few  old  privies  over  the  river 
which  it  would  be  well  if  the  owners  would  remove,  and  the  custom  of  throwing  refuse  of  all 
kinds  into  the  river  should  be  prevented  as  far  as  possible. 
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I  have,  as  before,  at  all  times  received  cordial  co-operation  from  my  professional  neighbours, 
as  also  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  with  whom  I  have  been  in  constant  communication, 
and  who  has  submitted  the  following  summary  of  work  carried  out  under  his  supervision  by 
order  of  the  District  Council  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Whitchurch 
Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1903. 

The  District  consists  of  the  Divisions  of  Whitchurch,  Ganarew,  Welsh  Bicknor,  Welsh  Newton, 
Llanrothal  and  Garway.  and  contains  an  area  of  10,307  acres,  and  a  population  as  corrected  from  the  last 
census  of  1,477. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  43 — viz.,  22  male  and  21  female.  This  is  an 
increase  of  16  over  that  of  last  year,  and  gives  a  birth-rate  of  2q.i  per  thousand. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  20,  being  a  decrease  of  6  below 
that  of  last  year.  This  gives  a  general  death  rate  of  1 3.9  per  thousand.  Of  these  deaths,  1  was  of  a  child 
prematurely  born,  1  of  a  person  aged  93  years,  4  of  ages  between  80  and  86  years,  and  5  of  between  70  and 
79  years  of  age.  Two  cases  were  uncertified,  and  one  irquest  was  held  on  a  case  of  accidental  burns. 

Zymotic  Disease  :  One  case  of  scarlatina  was  notified  in  the  Welsh  Newton  Division  in  January, 
no  doubt  introduced  from  the  adjoining  district.  In  May  a  case  of  enteric  fever  was  notified  in  the  Welsh 
Bicknor  Division,  due  to  defective  drains,  in  both  of  these  cases  isolation  and  disinfection  were  carried  out 
satisfactorily.  No  form  of  epidemic  disease  has  been  prevalent  in  the  district  during  the  year,  so  that  none 
of  the  schools  were  closed. 

Work  Carried  Out  During  the  Year. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Inspector,  the  various  parts  of  the  District  were  visited  from  time  to 
time.  The  following  sanitary  defects  were  remedied  :  In  the  Whitchurch  Division,  5  cases,  including 
unhealthy  dwelling,  dilapidated,  defective  and  foul  privies,  defective  drains,  &c.  In  the  Welsh  Newton, 
Garway  and  Welsh  Bicknor  Divisions,  defective  drains,  dilapidated  privy,  offensive  collection  of  refuse, 

unhealthy  house. 

The  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  is  satisfactory.  The  house  accommodation  is  adequate  and 
spaces  around  the  houses  are  sufficient  and  kept  fairly  clean.  Sewerage  and  drainage  is  not  on  any 
combined  system,  but  by  means  of  cess-pits,  privies  and  middens,  and  the  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
these  means.  During  the  year  these  have  been  attended  to  unusually  well. 

The  water  supply  is  by  means  of  wells  and  storage  tanks,  but  in  many  places  in  a  dry  season  it 
is  very  defective.  The  streams  have  remained  free  from  pollution. 

The  recommendation  for  an  increased  water  supply  for  parts  of  the  Doward  in  the  Whitchurch 
Division,  is  one  still  requiring  attention.
